I ii this work 
the Boy 
Scouts of 
America can he 
of great 
value to the commission and the 
De­ 
partment of Forestry. The Boy Scouts 
in the state are taking 
up the work 
liecause they have already had so much 
fun going cbestunt hunting that their 
loyalty to the sport compels them to 
do everything they can 
to save the 
trees. 
Accordingly, 
in 
these 
days 
wnen they are picking*chestnuts, they 
are also studying 
every 
tree to tee 
whether it is afflictfd with the blight. 


At the request of Irvin C. W illiam s, 
Pennsylvania 
Deputy

of Forestry, the National Headquarters 
of the Boy Scouts of Am erica are sup­ 
plying the scouts throughout Pennsyl­ 
vania with all information regarding 
the disease.

OvHous Fat# That Overtook th# Fa­ 
ther of Greek Tragedy. 
Aeschylus, 
the 
celebrated 
Greek 
dramatic writer, is universally refer­ 
red to us the “father of Greek trage­ 
dy.” 
Born of a noble family at Bleu 
•Is, In Attica. 525 B. 0.. at the age of 
tw enty-four he first presented himself 
at the festival of Buccbus as a com 
petitor for the public prize and fifteen 
years afterward gained his first vic­ 
tory 
The pre-eminence which he thus 
acquired was successfully maintained 
till 4(*M B. (J., when he w as defeated 
in a similar contest by hia younger 
rival, Sophocles. 
Aeschylus, mortified at the indignity 
he thought this put u[>on him, quitted i 
Athens and w ent to the court of Hie- I 
ro, king of Syracuse. 
Of the remain 
lag period of his life but little Is 
known, except th a t lie continued to 
prosecute 
his 
favorite 
pursuit, and 
♦hat his residence in Sicily was of 
some duration may be inferred from 
the fact th a t it was sufficient to a f­ 
fect the purity of his language. 
The thirteenth and last victory of 
Aeschylus e ns gained in 45* B. O. On 
the m anner of his death, which was 
singular, the ancient w riters are unan 
Inurns. 
While sitting motionless In 
the fields his bald head was mistaken 
for a stone by an eagle which hap­ 
pened to be dying over him with a 
tortoise In lier bill. 
Tile bird dropped 
the tortoise to break the shell, and the 
poet was killed tty the blow. 
Aeschylus Is said to have lieen the 
author of seventy tragedies, of which 
only seven are now* extant.
